During the recent high wind 
and fire, fan palms on the south 
side of Sierra Madre blvd. caught 
fire several times and dry fronds 
were blown toward the Kentia 
Palm Nursery, cau.sing consider¬ 
able concern to fire fighters. Last 
year a similar hazard occured 
when Hallowe’en pranksters set 
fire to palms along the street. 

William Schwartz, acting on in¬ 
structions from the city council 
has reported that the ai)proxi- 
mate cost of trimming would be 
.?5 for each tree. The council has 
l.herefore referred the entire mat¬ 
ter back to the planning commis¬ 
sion for specific instructions as 
to the exact number and location 
of trees causing the greatest po¬ 
tential hajsard now.
